Glades juries may be here soon 


While County Judge Don 
Т. Adams will begin hearing 
juvenile cases today, the 
machinery has been set in 
motion which could bring all 
jury trials originating in the 
Glades to court in the 
Glades. 

State Representative Tom 
Lewis said Friday he will be 
pre-filing a bill this week 
which would allow counties 
throughout the state to set 
up two or more jury 
districts within the county. 

Lewis said he drew up the 
bill as а result of a 
presentation by — Judge 
Adams and Glades area 
Assistant State's Attorney 
Michael Miller during a 
legislative delegation hear- 
ing in Belle Glade on Jan. 30. 

‘Adams and Miller request- 

«ed the delegation's help in 
setting up a system which 
would allow the jury trials 
to be held in Adams' court, 
saving а trip to West Palm

Adams said this week 
there have been no jury 
trials in the Glades, except 
for one coronor's jury which 
met in December to 
determine the cause of death 
of an inmate being housed in 
the Belle Glade City Jail. 

The reason for this, 
Adams explained, is because 
the clerk of the circuit court 
has opposed forming juries 
for the Glades area as long 
as the jurors would be 
selected from a county-wide 
venue.

He said Volusia County 
has court held in two 
locations and jury trials are 
held at each location, 
although the jurors are 
chosen from a county-wide 
pool.

“This law is just what we 
need,” Adams said Tuesday, 
“and it would really help 
other counties, like Volusia 
and Brevard, also." 

The plan would permit 
Palm Beach County to be 
divided into, for instance, 
two jury districts, with the 
dividing line being possibly 
drawn tiorth and south at 20 
Mile Bend. АП the jurors 
east of the line would serve 
in courts in West Palm, 
Beach and all the jurors 
west of the line would serve 
in Adams’ court. 

The local judge said he 
has one case pending in 
which Belle Glade attorney 
Tom Montgomery has asked 
for a jury trial in the Glades 
Office Building or that the 
county pay transportation 
expenses for the defendant 
and witnesses. 

The judge said Montgom- 
егу has also made verbal 
motions in two other cases 
to the same effect, 

Adams said the separate 
jury districts Lewis bill 
would allow would permit 
him to give full judicial 
service to people in the 
Glades without the necessity 
for them to travel to the 
coast.

The representative also
